The  \^^orkbook  features  colourfully  illustrated  pages  which 
enhance  its  value  as  a teaching  aid.  The  exercises  are  attractive 
and  pupil  interest  is  stimulated  by  the  addition  of  colour. 

W ord-study  skills  are  presented  in  the  Workbook  following 
their  introduction  and  development  in  the  Manual.  Skills  in 
word  recognition,  phonetic  analysis,  structural  analysis,  alpha- 
betizing, syllabication,  and  accent  are  reviewed  and  extended  in 
a variety  of  exercises.

An  important  feature  of  this  Workbook  is  the  inclusion  of 
exercises  which  draw  on  a child’s  skill  in  applying  the  prin- 
ciples of  phonetic  analysis  and  syllabication  to  attack  words 
outside  the  basic  vocabulary.  Comprehension  of  these  words  is 
checked  through  exercises  using  the  words  in  context  or  requir- 
ing simple  definitions.  These  exercises  are  a valuable  medium 
for  checking  the  mastery  of  skills  involving  phonetic  and  struc- 
tural analysis  or  for  reteaching  those  skills. 

The  Workbook  maintains  the  comprehension  skills  introduced 
at  this  and  preceding  levels  and  extends  them  to  include  more 
difficult  skills,  such  as  skimming.  It  further  presents  opportu- 
nities for  the  pupils  to  read  creatively:  to  see  cause-and-effect 
relationships,  to  classify,  to  detect  the  mood  of  a situation,  to 
relate  story  facts  to  personal  experiences,  to  make  inferences, 
and  to  form  judgments. 

Most  exercises  in  this  Workbook  are  headed  by  directional 
sentences  for  the  children.  When  new  words  are  used  in  these 
directions,  they  are  noted  in  the  material  at  the  side  of  the  page. 
Such  new  words  should  always  be  introduced  by  the  teacher.

Shooting  stars  are  pieces  of 
falling  meteors.  We  see  them  only 
when  they  begin  to  burn  as  they 
reach  the  earth’s  air.
